I lit* New Deal, the Democratic machine bosses, the C IO, 
Senator I I n m a n , and the whole Democratic I’arty art* 
iellow travelers iii that sense. 
Die C ommunists favor unscrupulous fourth I erin 
election methods this year lor the most selfish of all mo 
fives— by such means they can hope for the most ad 
vancement of their own projects. 
I hey want to put 
i i i power public agencies which 
they can dominate. 
I hat is why they helped build 
they knew the tune would come, as 
could control it. 
John L. Lewis ought to know 
about the CIO. I lere is what he said 
February: 
When I was organizing the CIO we picked up a lot 
of Communists in one unit after another as we grew-— 
including I larry Bridges . . . as anyone might expect 
who lias seen them throw their weight around inside 
labor cyganizations, the Communists dominate the < IO 
today. 
"Philip Murray is today the prisoner of the Com­ 
munists in his own union, 
I hey control him and the 
CIO through their seats on his executive committee. And 
there isn t a blessed thing he can do about it. 
"Sidney I lilt is just as badly off. Both of them have 
got to play ball with the Communists now, or die."
